Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  this  my  35th  Annual  Report  relating  to 
the  year  1908,  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  health 
of  the  district,  judged  by  its  total  mortalit}^  statistics  has  been  fully 
maintained  and  compares  favorably  with  that  of  last  year;  the 
zymotic  rate  also  gives  evidence  in  this  direction,  for  although  0*3 
ner  1000  higher  than  the  low  rate  of  the  preceding  year,  is  0-3 
below  the  average  of  the  last  10  years. 
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Area  and  Popiilaiion. — With  an  area  of  41,005  acres,  the 
parishes,  or  parts  of  parishes  which  constitute  the  Sanitary  district, 
have  a population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  of  21,912 
persons,  and  upon  this  number  the  birth  and  death-rates  in  this 
report  have  been  calculated. 

In  the  table  below  is  shown  the  number  of  fatal,  and  non- 
tatal  cases  of  diphtheria,  croup,  scarlet  fever,  and  enteric-fever 
notified  in  each  year  since  the  “ Notification  Act’'  was  adopted  in 
1892  : —

Births  — Th(i  registered  number  of  children  born  alive  in  the 
district  was  486 — 265  being  of  males  and  221  of  females.  This 
shows  a decrease  of  2 below  the  number  of  births  in  the  preceding 
year,  and  is  equal  to  a rate  of  22-3  per  1000.  The  recorded  rate 
in  the  Eton  Urban  district  was  lo’o.  The  general  rate  in  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  26*5  ; and  in  the  outer  ring  of 
Suburban  districts  around  London  26*0  per  1000. 

Deaths. — The  deaths  recorded  from  all  causes  was  235,  in- 
cluding 1 16  of  males,  and  119  of  females,  representing  a rate  of 
io'7  per  1000  ; against  10  6 per  1000  in  the  preceding  year.  The 
rate  in  the  Eton  Urban  district  was  only  6'9 — including  the  boys 
in  College.  In  the  outer  ring  of  Suburban  districts  around 
London  14*7;  and  in  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  14*7 
per  1000. 

The  following  is  a table  which  shows  the  birth  and  death- 
rates  in  the  constituent  parishes  in  the  district.  The  wide 
variations  in  them  should,  however,  be  referred  rather  to  the 
inevitable  accidental  variations  of  small  numbers,  than  to 
differences  in  the  health  condition  of  the  several  parishes.  Death- 
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rates  in  such  small  areas  as  parishes  only  become  useful  when 
calculated  for  a series  of  years  by  which  means  the  accidental 
variations  in  single  years  correct  themselves.  I have,  therefore, 
stated  in  the  table  below  the  average  rate  per  looo  for  the  20 
preceding  years.

Mortality  at  different  Ages. — The  235  deaths  include  65  of 
children  under  5 years  of  age  ; 30  of  children  and  adults  between 
5 and  25  ; 28  of  persons  from  25  to  50  ; 16  from  5c  to  60  ; 20  from 
60  to  65  ; 20  from  65  to  70  ; 39  from  70  to  80  ; 15  from  80  to  90, 
and  2 above  90. 
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Of  the  65  children  under  5 years  of  age,  44  were  of  infants 
under  i year,  equal  to  9 5 per  cent  of  the  registered  births  against 
8-2,  and  7*1  per  cent  in  the  two  preceding  years.  For  purposes  ot 
comparison  it  may  be  stated  that  the  rate  of  infant  mortality 
measured  in  this  manner  in  the  Eton  Urban  district  was  1 1*8  ; and 
in  the  outer  ring  of  Suburban  districts  around  London  12  4,

— The  22  deaths  from  the  principal  of  these 
diseases  represent  a rate  of  i*o  per  1000  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion, against  07  in  the  preceding  year,  and  include  10  from 
Diphtheria,  3 from  Measles,  3 from  Diarrhoea,  and  2 each  from 
Enteric  Fever,  Croup,  and  Whooping  Cough.

Measles. — Of  the  3 deaths  from  this  disease,  the  first  was  of  an 
infant  at  Farnham  aged  16  months,  and  occurred  in  January:  the 
other  2 were  at  Langley  aged  respectively  2 and  3 years — both  in 
the  same  family — and  occurred  in  August. 


Diarrhcea. — All  the  3 deaths  from  this  disease  were  of  infants 
under  6 months,  and  occurred,  the  first  at  Langley  in  August,  the 


second  at  Horton  in  August,  and  the  third  at  Denham  in  September. 
The  2 former  deaths  were  certified  as  “ Summer  diarrhoea  and  the 
latter  as  ‘‘  Epidemic  diarrhoea  ’h 


Croup, — The  2 deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  at  Langley, 
the  first  in  February  of  a child  aged  7 years,  the  other  in  December 
of  an  infant  aged  23  months. 


Enteric  fever. — Both  of  the  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred 
at  Langley,  the  first  in  March  of  a girl  aged  9 ; the  other  of  a 
woman  in  June  aged  65  years. 


In  addition  to  these  2 fatal,  2 non-fatal  cases  were  notified. 
Dates,  and  localites  in  which  they  occurred,  quality  of  water,  and 
Sanitary  condition  of  premises,  are  shown  in  the  table  below  : —

Cancer. — Of  the  q deaths  from  this  disease —against  15  in  the 
preceding  year — 2 each  occurred  at  Langley,  Denham,  and 
Gerrard’s  Cross,  and  i each  at  Datchet,  Boveney,  and  Eton  Wick. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Of  the  12  deaths  from  this  disease, 
against  19  in  the  preceding  year,  3 each  occurred  at  Langley  and 
Datchet,  2 at  Tver,  and  i each  at  Gerrard's  Cross,  Horton,  Stoke, 
and  Eton  Wick. 


Isolation  Hospital. — Used  for  Scarlet  Fever  only  till  October  22nd. 

Of  the  51  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  36  were  admitted  here — the 
remaining  15  being  treated  at  home.  Of  the  former  portion,  13 
were  from  Iver,  8 from  Burnham,  5 from  Farnham,  2 each  from 
Wraysbury  and  Gerrard’s  Cross,  and  i each  from  Datchet, 
Taplow,  Wexham,  Fulmer,  Langley,  and  Denham  ; all  made 
satisfactory  recoveries. 


Diphth^.ria. — On  October  22nd  you  decided  on  account  of  the 
outbreak  of  this  disease,  at  this  time  appearing  about  to  assume 
a serious  form,  to  admit  cases  of  it  as  well  as  those  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  consequently  additional  arrangements  for  doing  so 
were  made,  including  the  provision  of  a separate  staff  of  nurses. 
The  result  was  satisfactory,  for  out  of  the  24  cases  admitted,  there 
was  only  i death  which  could  fairly  be  considered  as  occurring  in 
the  Hospital,  as  the  other  death  was  of  a boy  from  Taplow,  who 
was  sent  there  in  an  open  cart,  in  such  a serious  condition 
(moribund)  that  the  Matron  did  not  like  to  refuse  him  admittance 
in  case  he  died  on  his  return  home  ; when  this  latter  case  is 
excluded,  the  per  centage  of  deaths  to  cases  admitted  works  out 
approxim.ately  to  4 per  cent.  Of  these  24  cases  19  were  from  Iver, 
2 from  Colnbrook,  and  i each  from  Langley,  Taplow,  and  Burn- 
ham.

Iver. — Of  the  9 samples  from  here  8 were  good,  and  i doubtful. 
During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  8 houses  from  the  mains 
of  the  Rickmans  worth  Water  Company,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  343  were  drawing  their  supply  from  this  source. 


Sloke. — Of  the  8 from  here,  7 were  good,  and  i doubtful. 
During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  2 houses  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  mains  of  the  Slough  Water  Company,  so  that  at  the  end  of 
the  year  67  were  drawing  their  supply  from  this  source. 

Langley. — Of  the  7 from  here  5 were  good,  i bad,  and  i 
doubtful.  At  the  end  of  the  year  378  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
mains  of  the  Slough  Water  Company — including  that  part  of 
Colnbrook  in  this  parish — were  drawing  their  supply  from  them, 
14  having  been  connected  during  the  year. 
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Horton  - -Of  the  4 from  here  3 were  good,  the  other  bad.  ht 
the  end  of  the  year  14 1 houses  in  the  Village — including  that  part 
of  Colnbrook  in  this  parish — were  drawing  their  supply  from  the 
mains  of  the  Slough  and  Rickmansworth  Water  Companies,  6 
connections  to  the  former  having  been  made  during  the  year,  none 
to  the  latter. 


Taplow  —The  3 from  here  were  good.  During  the  year  water 
has  been  laid  on  to  83  houses  in  the  Village,  so  that  at  the  end  of 
the  year  90  were  drawing  their  supply  from  this  source. 


Denham. —The  3 from  here  were  good.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  21  houses  were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the 
Rickmansworth  Water  Company,  4 having  been  connected  during 
the  year. 


Datchet.—Oi  the  3 from  here,  2 were  good,  the  other  doubtful. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  316  houses  in  the  Village  were  drawing 
their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Slough  Water  Company,  7 
having  been  connected  during  the  year. 

Wraysbury. — Of  the  2 from  here,  i was  good,  the  other  bad* 
During  the  year  water  has  been  laid  on  to  2 houses  in  the  Village 
from  the  mains  of  the  Rickmansworth  Water  Company,  so  that  at 
the  end  of  the  year  44  were  drawing  their  supply  from  this  source. 


Farnham. — ^The  2 from  here  were  good.  During  the  year 
water  has  been  laid  on  to  15  houses  from  the  mains  of  the  Burn- 
ham Water  Company,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  223  houses 
in  that  part  of  the  Village  were  drawing  their  supply  from  them. 
Of  that  portion  of  the  parish  known  as  Salt  Hill,  91  were  drawing 
their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Slough  Water  Company,  4 
having  been  connected  during  the  year.

At  the  end  of  the 
year  93  houses  in  the  Village  were  drawing  their  supply  from  the 
mains  of  the  Windsor  Water  Company,  No  fresh  connection 
having  been  made  since  1904. 


At  the  end  of  the 
year  7 houses  iri  the  Village  were  drawing  their  supply  from  the 
mains  of  the  Slough  Water  Company,  i connection  having  been 
made  during  the  year. 


Dorney, — The  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company  are  laid 
to  portion  of  the  Village,  but  no  connection  has  yet  been  made  to 
them. 


Burnham. — At  the  end  of  the  year  549  houses  were  drawing 
their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water  Company,  10 
having  been  connected  during  the  year. 


Hitcham. — At  the  end  of  the  year  48  houses  in  the  village 
were  drawing  their  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Burnham  Water 
Company,  6 having  been  connected  during  the  year.

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Main  Drainage. — The  Council  has  completed  a scheme  of 
Main  Drainage  for  the  town  part  of  the  parish  of  Burnham,  and 
about  300  houses  are  now  (February,  1909)  connected  with  the 
Sewers — the  remaining  portion  of  the  parish  being  scavenged  by 
the  Council  through  a Contractor.  Further  connections  are  being 
gradually  made  to  the  Main  Drainage  System. 


The  question  of  the  Main  Drainage  of  the  village  of  Iver  is 
still  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  a scheme,  which 
has  been  submitted  to,  and  approved  by  a meeting  of  the  parish- 
ioners, has  for  some  time  been  under  the  consideration  of  the 
engineering  department  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  for 
whose  sanction  the  Council  is  now  waiting. 


Sewage  Disposal. — As  I have  before  stated,  Cesspools  are  in 
general  use  throughout  ths  district.  In  6 of  the  parishes,  the 
process  of  emptying  these  necessaries  continue  to  be  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Inspectors.  In  the  other  12  parishes 
the  work  is  carried  out  by  the  responsible  persons  either  when 
they  think  fit — which  is  often  too  late— or  after  a visit  from  the 
Inspectors. 


In  regard  to  this  most  important  measure  for  removing  the 
possible  causes  of  such  diseases  as  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever, 
I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  advisability  of  having  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  the  “ Bye  Laws  ” so  framed  that  the  floor  of 
each  cesspool  to  new  houses  will  have  to  be  so  formed  as  to  drain 
the  contents  thereof  towards  the  centre,  at  which  point  a sump 
hole  at  least  gin.  deep  and  i2in.  in  diameter  should  be  formed  to 
admit  of  the  insertion  of  the  suction  pipe  used  for  clearing  the 
cesspools,  as  this  wall  considerably  obviate  the  necessity  of  carry- 
ing the  sedimentary  sludge  in  pails  through  the  ground  floor 
rooms  of  many  of  the  cottages. 
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Scavenging  is  canied  on  in  the  parishes  of  Burnham,  Iver, 
Datchet,  Langley,  Horton,  and  Fulmer. 


Cowsheds^  Dairies^  and  Milkshops  Order ^ 1885. — I am  in- 
formed by  your  Inspectors  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  79 
Cowsheds,  58  Dairies  and  9 Milkshops  on  the  register,  and 
that  each  of  them  were  inspected  by  them  at  least  four  times 
during  the  year  and  found,  in  most  instances,  in  a fairly  satis- 
factory condition.  They  have  furnished  me  with  full  details  con- 
cerning the  dates  of  their  last  inspections  in  tabulated  form 
which  are  appended. 


Factories  and  Workshops  Act. — In  the  district  there  are  159 
premises  coming  within  the  meaning  of  this  heading.  Details 
concerning  them  are  fully  shown  on  the  official  printed  form 
supplied  from  the  “ Home  Office.’'
